SECTION 1. The eleventh subdivision of section three
ori|t"ttl (3J of chapter lour (4) of the charter of the city of

Saint Paul is amended to read as follows :
Eleventh. — To make and establish public pounds,

pumps, wells, cisterns, hydrants and reservoirs, and to
provide for and conduct water into and through said
city and into and through its streets, avenues, alleys
and public grounds, and to provide for and control the
erection of water works for the supply of water to its
inhabitants ; to regulate and at a reasonable rate to
license hacks, carts, omnibusses, trucks, wagons and
other vehicles engaged in hauling or carrying for hire,
and the charges of the drivers of such vehicles, to
regulate and at a reasonable rate to license second
hand stores and junk shops, and to erect lamps and
to provide for lighting the city and to control the
erection of gas works or other works for lighting the
city streets, public grounds and public buildings, and
to create alter and extend lamp districts.

Bond, heretofore SEC. 2. All bonds heretofore issued by said city
iwned to i>e hereby declared to be valid and binding upon said
Wndinst city, anything in its charter to the contrary not-

withstanding, and. said city is hereby authorized to
issue its bonds to fund its floating indebtedness.
Said city is also authorized to issue its bonds bear*
ing interest payable semi-annually at the rate of
seven per cent, per annum to provide for the payment
of any purchase of stock in the Saint Paul Gas Light
Company that the corporation of said city may deter-
mine upon.
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SEC. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
